Washington, March 25 \IP)—Un­ 
dersecretary of State Clayton said 
today he believes world peace de­ 
pends to a great extent upon the 
preservation of the independence 
of sovereign nations throughout 
the world. 
He made that comment to the 
Senate Foreign Relations, 
Com­ 
mittee when Senator George (D.- 
Ga.) remarked 
that 
President 
Trum an’s proposal for $400,000,000 
of aid to Greece and Turkey ap­ 
peared to go much further 
than 
aid for those countries. 
George said that as he saw it 
the United States must face the 
fact that “there is a great power 
in Europe that is engaged in a 
great program of expansion.” 
If the United States does 
not 
develop a postive program against 
that policy of expansion, 
he ad­ 
ded, “it will run its course.” 
The Georgia senator went on to 
say that almost anyorfe 
would 
concede the need of Greece for re­ 
lief aid. But

observed

President Trum an’s proposal

Committee on un-American Activ­ 
ities, whose members have been 
stirred up by testimony from for­

Bullitt that Russia definitely in­ 
tends to “assault” and “conquer” 
the United States. 
The A.F.L. president told the 
committee that proposed legisla­ 
tion to destroy the Communist 
Party would merely drive it under­ 
ground and open the way to “witch 
hunts” victimizing innocent people. 
Green also expressed fear that 
the legislation might lead to per­ 
secution of liberals and “a most 
dangeroqs thrust at academic free­ 
dom and freedom of the press.” 
He testified th at he and his or­ 
ganization are against Commu­ 
nism. 
The way to combat it, he 
said, is by: 
1. Stopping both legal and ille­ 
gal 
across-the-border 
traffic 
in 
funds, men and propaganda des­ 
tined for use in subversive activity. 
2. Weeding out disloyal persons 
in Congress and the courts as Pres­ 
ident Truman proposes to do in 
the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment. 
3. Preventing collaboration be­ 
tween private organizations in this 
country and the Communist Inter­ 
national. 
4. Creating a national commis­ 
sion “to restudy the internal and 
external security of America” and 
recommend a broad program. 
5. Submitting

6. Educating Americans to .the 
benefits of their system of private 
enterprise and free institutions. 
7. Legislating to guard against 
poverty, insecurity and fear with 
which “the fires of Communism 
and every other totalitarian ideol 
ogy are fed.”

UP)—A 
German 
atom 
scientist, 
who said he recently “escaped” 
from a Russian government lab­ 
oratory in Moscow, asserted today 
that the Soviet Union is “very 
near” to developing an atom bomb. 
Lifting the curtain on w hat he 
described as Russia’s “all out” a t­ 
tempts to match—perhaps bftter 
—America’s mighty 
secret, 
the 
nuclear physicist said in an inter­ 
view: 
“From what I have seen, I be­ 
lieve Russia will have a bomb sim­ 
ilar to the United States within 
three to five years.” 
Russia’s efforts to harness the 
atom are “relentless,” the scientist 
declared. 
“Her 
scientists 
are 
sweating 
blood day and night.” 
The scientist said he had re­ 
turned to Germany “at the risk 
of his life” and asserted he hoped 
to go to the United States soon. 
Insisting that he must not be 
identified by name, the German 
professor said some of the “s ^ 
crets” of Russian atomic research 
were : 
(1) “At least 200 German scien­ 
tists 
and 
technicians, 
including 
some of Germany’s foremost nu­ 
clear physicists, are working for 
the Russian government in a vir­ 
tual paradise on problems of nu­ 
clear fission.” 
(2) More “Recruits” are being 
sought in all zones of Germany, 
including the American and par­ 
ticularly the Russian, “by Russian 
officers and by Germans sent back 
to convince former colleagues a 
paradise is awaiting them.” 
Everything They Need 
(3) The German scientists have 
everything they need for their re­ 
search—and are treated equally, if 
not better than Russian physicists. 
“They work in Moscow, in the 
great spaces of southern Russia 
and in Siberia, beyond the Urals.” 
(4) Rare 
German 
cyclotrons 
and other high-voltage equipment 
used in atomic and radiation ex­ 
periments “have been moved from 
the Russian zone of Germany to 
the Soviet Union.” 
(5) Some 12,000 engineers and 
miners, Russian and German, are 
hunting pitchblende—the source of 
uranium—in 
utmost 
secrecy 
in 
Russian-occupied 
Germany. 
“If 
they escape and are caught—they 
are punished in the Russian way,” 
he said. 
In Russia Many Months 
The Ger ' >n said he worked in 
Russia many months. 
He said he 
was 
one 
of 
several 
scientists 
brought back under escort in an 
attem pt to recruit others. He said 
he escaped “because I was not 
willing to work in Russia on prob­ 
lems of atomic energy.” 
“I feel,” he said, “that the atom 
bomb in the hands of the United 
States is the only means of secur­ 
ing world peace and the freedom 
of scientists to continue their work 
in liberty.” 
The physicist said he was “de­ 
ported from the Russian zone to 
Moscow late in 1945. Long before 
that, he asserted, German scien­ 
tists “already were working in 
Russia.” 
“In March, 1945—before the end 
of 
the 
war—valuable 
German 
equipment used in nuclear re­ 
search already had been packed by 
German scientists who had made 
up their minds to go to Russia. 
They left for «Moscow right after 
the Russian occupation,” he de­ 
clared. 
“These men,” he went on, “have 
been working on the most impor­ 
tant nuclear problems of the pres­ 
ent time and they can be a danger 
to the United States, for they will 
surely 
help

Republican committeemen simul­ 
taneously issued a majority report 
saying presént high taxes endan­ 
ger business prosperity. 
The ma­ 
jority contended the tax slash can 
be made and between $2,300,000,- 
000 and $3,800,000,000 paid on the 
$260,000,000,000 national debt. 
Th House Rules Committee to 
day cleared the bill for floor con­ 
sideration 
under 
a 
procedure 
whereby the House would'vote for 
the proposed cut or no tax reduc­ 
tion at all. This is the usual rule 
for consideration of complex tax 
bills and Democrats made no ob­ 
jection to it. 
Debate on the bill begins in the 
House tomorrow, with a final vote 
set for Thursday, Republicans are 
confidently predicting victory for 
the legislation. 
Veto Is Forecast 
However, 
leading 
Democratic 
congressmen believe tljat Presi­ 
dent Truman will veto the bill if it 
reaches the White House in its 
present form. 
The Democratic minority on the 
Ways and Means group protested 
that the legislation is a “windfall 
to the wealthiest taxpayers.” 
Only an "outraged public,” they 
said, caused the Republicans to re­ 
vise original plans and grant small 
taxpayers more than a flat 20 per 
cent reduction.

tial agreement on another clause.

deputy foreign ministers prepar­ 
ing the Austrian accord for dis­ 
cussion by their superiors. 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
of Great Britain talked last night 
with Prime Minister Stalin, leav­ 
ing only Secretary of State Mar­ 
shall of the big four ministers who 
had not seen the Russian leader.

U. S. dep­ 
uty and chief spokesman for the 
western powers, had pointed out 
that the Russians called a num­

Clark contended that “Nazi” was 
a much more exact term.

Gousev agreed also that Aus­ 
tria should be denied all weapons 
adaptable to mass destruction, as 
defined by the United Nations.

Half to Be Searched

house, including the cellar from 
which subterranean passageways 
were rumored to connect with an­ 
other house on upper Fifth avenue 
once owned by Langiey and Homer 
Collyer. 
Acting upon a mysterious tele­ 
phone call, police last Friday found 
the body of Homer Collyer, 65, 
dead of heart disease, lying inside 
the house near a window. Homer, 
blind and a former admiralty law­ 
yer, for years had been cared for 


by Langley, who usually went out 
at night to buy their provisions. 
The search was begun yesterday 
afternoon after the brothers’ at­ 
torney, John R. McMullen, de­ 
clared Langley a “missing person." 
A nine-state alarm for Langley 
was broadcast. 
He last was seen 
Thursday, on the stoop of the 
mansion in a now unfashionable 
district. 
$100,000 In Bank 
McMullen said the brothers had 
a hank balance of more than $100,- 
000, and still owned property.

A conservative party spokes­ 
man, however, said there was “in­ 
creasing expectation” among con­ 
servative leaders that a new elec­ 
tion would be called. He quoted 
Winston Churchili, the party lead­ 
er, as having told party men that 
“it is impossible to know” when. 
The gist of the reports was that 
Attlee vlould arrange a vote some 
time next year—the summer was 
most frequently named—to un­ 
seat some Labor members of Par­ 
liament who have rebelled against 
the government’s foreign policies.

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FEWER HOUSES 
President Truman, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment and some industrialists predicted that 
a million homes could be started this year. 
That estimate is far too high, according to 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Creedon and-his 
staff. They think 825,000 is an optimistic fig­ 
ure. which can be reached only if federal 
controls and financial aids remain. A bill by 
House banking committee chairman Wol­ 
cott of Michigan would repeal immediately 
the Patman Emergency Housing Act, due to 
expire December 31. This continues con­ 
struction controls, commercial as well as 
domestic. 
The great difficulty lies in shortages of 
building materials, with special reference to 
lumber products, hardware and plumbing 
supplies. Also, costs are up so that a hous? 
estimated a few months ago to be built for 
$6,000 will now cost $7,200. Builders, plagued 
by material uncertainties and rising costs, 
are delaying construction. 
There is a great difference between theo­ 
retical paper planning and actual working 
facts. There is also, however, a great differ­ 
ence between people determined to get 
houses built and people who would rather sit 
around and gripe about why other people 
don’t let them get built. There are a surpris­ 
ing number of people in the former class. 
Many little houses are being built, many 
young people every week move into them. 
But there are not enough and they cost too 
much. 


DESTRUCTION 
One of the evils that seem naturally to 
accompany and follow war is vandalism. 
Boys, and also many grown-ups, often seem 
to seize a pent-up opportunity to destroy 
things just for the satisfaction of it. The 
unnecessary damage thus wrought in one 
way and another, since the beginning of the 
last war, is incalculable. 
This, of course, is plain savagery. It is 
mostly confined to young people, who usually 
outgrow it, but the process often takes years 
of training. 
Much of it makes no sense at all—for ex­ 
ample the deliberate damaging of chairs, 
cushions, upholstery in theatres. 
Is it not possible for young people to un­ 
derstand that it takes work to make things? 
That once destroyed it takes work to replace 
them? And that by foolish vandalism they 
destroy their own and their community’s 
assets9 That their own comfort cannot be so 
great if they destroy the things that make 
it? 
And that it isn’t fair to destroy other 
people’s things, either? 


CONTINUED LEARNING 
State aid for adult education is coming 
more and more to the front. Thirteen states 
already finance such programs with Califor­ 
nia devoting four and a half million dollars 
to the work. In Michigan and some other 
states activities cover a wide range including 
the training of P.T.A. and labor leaders for 
discussion groups and support of community 
forums. Various handicrafts are taught and 
studies include home and health problems, 
vocational and neighborhood-betterment pro­ 
jects. 
Experiments in adult education in rural 
communities of Virginia have been carried 
on for some time by Mr. and Mi's. Jess Ogden. 
Speaking of her work in that state Mrs. Og­ 
den says adult education gives an individual 
a sense of his own importance, and through 
that an awakening to his responsibility to his 
group and a way to help in his own com­ 
munity. 
\ iewed thus, adult education has a wide 
appeal. Nearly everyone could take a little 
of it with consequent benefit to himself, his 
family and perhaps his neighborhood.

THE CART BEFORE THE HORSE 
It seems to me that Robert Young, of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, in all his publicity 
and advertieing about railroads and Pullman ser­ 
vice misses the point. 
Maybe Mrv Young travels 
in private cars which are now euphemistically 
called business cars. 
Or maybe he goes by air. 
Or maybe he just hangs around Palm Beach and 
operates Irom there. 
As a traveling man, who spends many nights of 
his life on Pullmans, I can testify that the Credit 
Cards, which railroads are asking me to accept 
because my name appears in "Who’s Who In 
America,” will do nothing of any value. Those who 
travel $>uy their tickets in advance and pay for 
them. 
Pullman porters and conductors have told 
me that the idea of a customer walking into a 
car and expecting a single bedroom or a lower 
berth because he has a credit card will produce 
no better results than if he has cash in his pocket. 
As for going straight through from New York 
to San Francisco and such places, it may be 
important for a few passengers, but the whole 
scheme is hardly worth ethe money spent by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, which does not 
go to either city, to advertise it. 
That going 
straight through is a minor issue compared with 
the many defects of our railroads, the biggest, of 
course, being that management cannot effectively 
discipline its hired help because of the peculiar 
nature of its union contracts. 
I traveled, for instance, on Mr. Young s railroad 
to Lexington, Kentucky, this year. I was in the 
dining car, having some food, and noted that while 
the waiting line was long, a table had been set 
aside, with the chairs tipped up. The entire dining 
car noted the prolonged protection of this table, 
expecting perhaps that Truman, Attlee, and Stalin 
were on board. The line still waited. Then in came 
some local Lexington celebrities, feeling very good, 
and they were served admirably. 
It was obviously 
a tip and the rest of the dining car, particularly 
those who were waiting for a place, were pretty 
sore. What can Mr. Young do about that? 
T would, as a traveling man, like to make some 
valid recommendations to the railroads: 
X. The ICC ought to fix rates so that the rail­ 
roads can make some money. 
Except the coal- 
hawlers, most of them are broke. 
The more pass­ 
engers they carry, the more money they lose at 
present rates and wages and taxes; 
2. All railroads need new equipment imme­ 
diately. 
The cars rattle so that it grows increas­ 
ingly difficult to read on a long trip. 
The road­ 
beds are bad and the old cars they are now using 
arc not suitable for sleeping; 
3. There can be no excuse for the constant 
bumping when a train stops and starts. 
That is 
due to bad equipment and careless handling of 
trains by the engineers; 
4. Trains are too long because the railroads 
double up thriftily when they are broke. 
If the 
railroads earned more, they could improve the 
service competitively; 
5. Fire, arrest, hang and quarter the thieving, 
black-marketeering ticket sellers who, for a tip, 
make duplicate sales in the hope that it can be 
straightened out on the train. 
Conductors have 
told me that out of such places as Miami they have 
faced as many as four duplicate sales. 
The law 
should sentence to jail the passenger who pays 
the tip as well as the tiÉket-seller who takes it: 
It is the business of the railroads to see that this 
does not happen; 
6. True, the railroads all claim that they lose 
money on the dining cars, but any passenger who 
has a thrifty eye can observe almost army-like 
w aste’In food handling. 
The prices are too high, 
too one-class, and the variety is too slight. Feeding 
on the railroads can be made more businesslike if 
nineteenth century tradition were thrown to the 
winds and a little original thinking applied; 
7. I repeat, no business can serve its customers 
well unless it earns money on a competitive basis. 
The ICC has taken competition out of railroading— 
also profits. 
I wonder if Mr. Young knows anything about all 
this.

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That Body of Yours

A distant relative telephoned me and asked for 
the name of a heart specialist to whom to send her 
mother. I gave her the name of a heart specialist, a 
professor of medicine who checks my heart from 
time to time, and thought nothing more of it until 
I received a note from the specialist stating that 
there was nothing the m atter with my relative’s 
heart and asking why I had sent her. I explained 
the telephone call and fortunately was able to state 
that I had made no examination of her heart. The 
idea of having the heart, in fact the entire body, 
examined at regular intervals would do away with 
worry about heart disease, cancer, and other dis­ 
eases. 
When an individual believes he has heart or 
other disease and no disease exists it is called neu­ 
rosis. 
Where the brain substance is not damaged but 
the patient fears for his sanity it*is called psycho­ 
neurosis though most physicians speak of neurosis 
and psychoneurosis as being the same. 
In an article on the neuroses by Dr. Karl M. 
Bowman, San Francisco, in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association he states that it is 
conservatively estimated that 50 per cent of all 
cases seen in general prafttice are in the fir^t place 
psychiatric (mental and emotional) problems, most 
of which could be called neuroses. "A prominent 
heart spec^dist has stated that over half the cases 
referred to him are heart neuroses and not organic 
disease.” 
What is the cause of neurosis or psychoncurosis ? 
Why do individuals act or behave in a way that is 
different or unhealthy from the standpoint of the 
rest of the community ? 
It is because of some conflict in their lives in 
which anxiety is most often the underlying condi­ 
tion present; in most cases this anxiety condition is 
inherited. The advice as to cure given by Dr. Bow­ 
man is development of healthier attitudes on the 
part of parents, and a healthier social attitude to­ 
ward neuroses by all of us should be shown. Most 
physicians believe that a thorough physical exam­ 
ination first be given all case of neurosis.

Kingston-Rhinecliff Bridge 
Editor, The Freem an: 
W ith the long hoped for Kings- 
ton-Rhinccliff Bridge a t last a cer­ 
tainty in the not too distant fu­ 
ture, your readers m ay be in ter­ 
ested in how it all came about, and 
w hat they m ay expect to see. 
My first conception of the bridge 
was in 1912, when, as state super­ 
intendent of Highways, I was re ­ 
sponsible for the im provem ent of 
all roads throughout the state, and 
the necessity for bridges across 
the Hudson became apparent. But 
a t th at tim e autom obiles were fast 
getting 
popular 
and the roads 
were very 
terrible. The bridge 
could not be considered then, for 
it would have cost as much as 
about 300 miles of hard-surface 
road, a distance som ething like 
that from New York to Syracuse, 
or from Albany to Buffalo. The 
roads had to be built, bridges m ust 
be deferred. 
As the main routes were com­ 
pleted we first see the Bear Moun­ 
tain, then Poftghkeepsie, then Rip 
Van W inkle built, until now, in 
the era of super highways and 
thruw ays. Kingston is in order. 
It all unfolds like a rose. 
The bill provides th at the loca­ 
tion of the bridge be built within 
five miles of # Kingston. Now the 
projection of 'K ingston Point, to­ 
gether w ith the Rhinecliff station 
definitely fix the location of the 
bridge. Only an impossible condi­

“He stood against the wall shak­ 
ing with terror,” said W alter Au- 
disio, 37-year-old bookkeeper, who 
was identified by the Italian Com­ 
munist party Saturday as II Duce’s 
killer, and known to the Italian 
underground as “Col. Valerio.” 
“He kept babbling ‘but, but, but, 
but, Mr. Colonel.' 
“I killed him with five shots 
from a submachine gun. 
“I had no intention of killing 
Claretta Petacci,” Audisio con­ 
tinued, adding that the woman, 
Mussolini’s mistress, threw her­ 
self in front of him to protect II 
Duce. 
“She said, 'Mussolini must not 
die,’ ” Audisio declared. 
“I told her: ‘Get out of the 
way, or I'll shot you, too.’ 
“But she kept moving in front of 
him.“I feel no sorrow for having 
killed her, too. You can’t drama­ 
tize the role of this woman; events 
were superior to her forces.” 
Mussolini was slain in Dongo on 
April 28, 1945.

Under it, the republic agreed to 
become a member of the Federal 
United States of Indonesia, which 
will have a population of nearly 
80,000,000 and embrace all of the

dies.The state of East Indonesia— 
including all that pari of the 
Netherlands East Indies east of 
Borneo and Java, except New 
Guinea, and including Bali, Cele­ 
bes and Dutch Timbor—and the 
projected state of Borneo will be 
equal partners with the republic 
in the U.S.I. and will be perm­ 
anently linked with Holland in 
the NetheÜands-Indonesian Union 
under the Dutch crown. 
The United States of Indonesia, 
under the agreement, is to be 
granted full independence of Jan­ 
uary 1, 1949, at which time the 
Netherlands will propose the new 
nation for membership in the 
United Nations. 
Until that time, the republic 
will hold de facto sovereignty over 
its areas, while the Dutch will 
retain sovereignty de jure over 
the whole of the Netherlands East 
Indies, which has been a Dutch 
colony for 350 years, one of the 
richest colonial empires in the 
history of the world.

Albany, N. Y. March 25 UP)— 
Governor Dewey today signed the 
"Guertin” bill to permit life in­ 
surance companies to use "more 
modem” mortality tables for de­ 
termining reserves they are re­ 
quired to hold as a measure of 
policy liabilities and 
to 
revise 
minimum cash surrender and non­ 
forfeiture benefits. 
The highly technical measure, 
which has been in and out of the 
legislature for five years, was a 
revised version of a bill Dewey 
vetoed in 1943 to permit further 
study. 
The bill was passed this session 
over objections 
that 
it 
would 
"mulct” policyholders. 
Similar legislation already has 
been enacted in 24 other states 
as an outgrowth of the "Guertin 
report” of the National* Associa­ 
tion of Insurance Commissioners. 
Dewey described the legislation 
as "very important" and said he 
disapproved the original bill in 


1943 because "the matter was of 
too grave importance to millions 
of policy holders throughout the 
nation to be acted upon with so 
little opportunity for study.” 
Since then, he added, the state 
insurance department has made an 
intensive study of the proposals 
and 
several 
amendments were 
added. The bill was re-introduced 
in 1946 but failed to pass.

Editors Hear That 
Infiltration Is 
DangerousWeapon 


New York, March 25 (JP)—Ad­ 
miral Thomas C. Kinkaid. com­ 
mander of the Eastern Sea Fron­ 
tier, said yesterday that one of 
the greatest dangers facing the 
nation was "the danger df in­ 
filtration.” 
"Infiltration is a weapon we 
have no answer for. We definitely 
must kill it,” he told the New 
York Society of Newspaper Edi­ 
tors at their one day meeting 
aboard the battleships Washing­ 
ton and North Carolina anchored 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
He said that 
"without Com­ 
munists and without Russia this 
would be a pretty peaceful world 
right now.” 
Noting that both the Washing­ 
ton and the North Carolina were 
being deactivated and would be­ 
come part of a huge reserve fleet 
ranging from battleships to am­ 
phibian craft, Kinkaid said: 
"The reserve fleet is extremely 
important. It will play a great 


part in naval power and interna­ 
tional relations. * * * other coun­ 
tries someday may hesitate to 
challenge that power. The reserve 
fleet in proper hands is a great 
force for the peace of the world.” 
Navy Secretary James Forres- 
tal, in a message read at the 
luncheon, said that "perhaps at 
no other time has there been a 
greater necessity for the Ameri­ 
can people to gain a first hand 
introduction to the guardian of 
their security.” 
"I am confident that New York 
newspapermen will continue their 
present high record of achieve­ 
ment in performing this function,” 
he said. "Reporting with forth­ 
right clarity and integrity, news­ 
papermen of New York main­ 
tained the outstanding record of 
never having violated military se­ 
curity.” 
L. R. Blanchard, editorial direc­ 
tor of the Gannett newspapers and 
president of the society, presided 
at the sessions. Óxie Reichler, edi­ 
tor of the Yonkers Herald States­ 
man, led a roundtable discussion 
of newspaper problems at the 
closing session.

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FEWER HOUSES 


President Truman, the Commerce Depart- 


ment and some industrialists predicted that 
a million homes could be started this year. 
That estimate is far too high, according to 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Greodon and-his 
staff. They think 825,000 is an optimistic fig- 
ure, which can be reached only if federal 
controls ami financial aids remain. A bill by 
House banking committee chairman Wol- 
cott of Michigan would repeal immediately 
th<? Pntman Emergency Housing Act, due to 
expire December 31. This continues con- 
struction controls, commercial as well as 
domestic. 


The great difficulty lies in shortages of 


building materials, with special reference to 
lumber products, hardware and plumbing 
supplies. Also, costs are up so that a house 
estimated a few months ago to be built for 
$6,000 will now cost .$7,200. Builders, plagued 
by material uncertainties and rising costs, 
are delaying construction. 


There is a great difference between theo- 


retical paper planning and actual working 
facts. There Is also, however, a great differ- 
ence between people determined to get 
houses built and people who would rather sit 
around and gripe about why other people 
don't let them got built. There are a surpris- 
ing number of people in thc former class. 
Many little houses are being built, many 
young people every week move into them. 
But there are not enough and they cost too 
much. 


DESTRUCTION 


One of the evils that seem naturally to 


accompany and follow war Is vandalism. 
Boys, and also many grown-ups, often seem 
to seize a pent-up opportunity to destroy 
things just for the satisfaction of it. The 
unnecessary damage thus wrought in one 
way and another, since the beginning of the 
last war, is incalculable. 


This, of course, is plain savagery. It is 


mostly confined to young people, who usually 
outgrow It, but the process often takes years 
of training. 


Much of it makes no sense at all—for ex- 


ample the deliberate damaging of chairs, 
cushions, upholstery in theatres. 


Is it not possible for young people to un- 


derstand that it takes work to make things? 
That once destroyed It takes work to replace 
them? And that by foolish vandalism they 
destroy their own and their community's 
assets? That their own comfort cannot be so 
great if they destroy the things that make 
it? 


And that it isn't fair to destroy other 


people's things, cither? 


CONTINUED LEARNING 


State aid for adult education is coming 


more and more to thc front. Thirteen states 
already finance such programs with Califor- 
nia devoting four and a half million dollars 
to thc work. In Michigan and some other 
states activities cover a wide range including 
the training of P.T.A. and labor leaders for 
discussion groups and support of community 
forums. Various handicrafts arc taught and 
studies include home and health problems, 
vocational and neighborhood-betterment pro- 
jects.

communities of Virginia have been carried 
on for some time by Mr. and Mrs. Jess Ogdcn. 
Speaking of her work in that state Mrs. Og- 
den says adult education gives an individual 
a sense of his own importance, and through 
that an awakening to his responsibility to his 
group and a way to help in his own com- 
munity.

THE CART BEFORE THE HOUSE 


It seems to mo that Robert Young, of the 


Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, in all his publicity 
and advertising about railroads and Pullman ser- 
vice misses the point. Maybe Mrv Young travels 
in private cars which are now euphemistically 
called business cars. Or maybe he goes by air. 
Or maybe he just hangs around Palm Beach and 
operates Trom there. 


As a traveling man, who spends many nights of 
his life jpn Pullmans, 1 can testify that, the Credit 
Cards, which railroads are asking me to accept 
because my name>• appears in "Who's Who In 
America," will do nothing of any value. Those who. 
travel buy their tickets in advance and pay for 
•them. Pullman porters and conductors have told 
me that the idea of a-customer walking into a 
car and expecting a single bedroom or a lower 
berth because he has a credit card will produce 
no better results than if he has cash in his pocket. 


As for going straight through from New York 


to San Francisco and such places, it may be 
important for a, few passengers, but thc whole 
scheme is hardly worth #the money spent by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, which does • not 
KO to either city, to advertise it. That going 
-straight through is a minor issue compared with 
the many defects of our railroads, the biggest, of 
course, being that management cannot effectively 
discipline its hired help because of the peculiar 
nature of Its union contracts. 
I traveled, for instance, on Mr. Young's railroad 


lo Lexington, Kentucky, this year. I was in the 
dining car, having some food, and noted that while 
thc waiting line was long, a table had been set 
iialdo, with thc chairs tipped up. The entire dining 
car noted the prolonged protection oC this table, 
expecting perhaps that Truman, Attlee, and Stalin 
were on board. The line still wailed. Then in came 
some local Lexington celebrities, feeling very good, 
and they were served'admirably. It was obviously 
a tip and the rest of the dining car, particularly 
those who were waiting for a place, were pretty 
sore. What can Mr. Young do about that? 


. I would, as a traveling man, like to make some 


valid recommendations to the railroads: 
1. Thc ICC ought to fix rates so that the rail- 
roads can make some money. 
Except the coal* 


howlers, most of them are broke. The more pass- 
engers they carry, the more money they lose at 
present rates and wages and taxes; 


2. All railroads need new equipment imme- 
diately. The cars rattle so that it grows increas- 
ingly difficult to read on a long trip. The road- 
hods are bad and the old cars they are now using 
are not suitable for sleeping; 
3. There can be no excuse for the constant 


bumping when a train stops and starts. That is 
due to bad equipment and careless handling of 
grains by the engineers; 
4. Trains arc too long because the railroads 


double up thriftily when .they are broke. 
If the 
railroads earned more, they could improve the 
service competitively; 
5. Fire, arrest, hang and quarter the thieving, 


•blnck-marketeering ticket sellers who, for a tip, 
make duplicate sales in .the hope that it can be 
straightened out on the train. 
Conductors have 
told me that out of such places as Miami they have 
faced as many as four duplicate sales. The law 
should sentence to jail the passenger who pays 
the tip as well as the ticket-seller who takes it: 
It is the business of the railroads 1.0 see that this 
does not happen; 
6. True, thc railroads all claim that they lose 


money on the dining cars, but any passenger who 
has a thrifty eye can observe almost army-like 
waste1 In food handling. The prices are too high, 
too one-class, and the variety is too alight. Feeding 
on the railroads cnn be made more businesslike if 
nineteenth century tradition were thrown to the. 
winds and a little original thinking applied; 
7. I repeat, no business can serve its customers 
well unless it earns money on a competitive basis. 
ThivICC has taken .competition out of railroading— 
also profits. 
I wonder if Mr. Young knows anything about all

A distant relative telephoned me and asked for 


the name of a heart specialist to whom to send her 
mother. I gave her the name of a heart specialist, a 
professor of medicine who,checks my heart from 
timi.- to time, arid thought nothing more of it until 
I received a note from the specialist, stating that 
there was nothing the matter with my relative's 
heart and asking why I had sent her. I explained 
the telephone call and fortunately was able to state 
that I had made no examination of her heart. The 
idea of having the heart, in fact thc entire body, 
examined at regular intervals would do away with 
worry about heart disease, cancer, and other dis- 
eases. 


When an individual believes he has heart or 


other disease and no disease exists it U called neu- 
rosis. 


Where the brain substance is not damaged but 


the patient fears for his sanity it'is called psycho- 
neurosis though most physicians speak of neurosis 
and psychoneurosis us being the same. 
In an article on the neuroses by Dr. Karl M. 


Bowman, San Francisco, in thc Journal of the 
American Medical Association he states that it is 
conservatively estimated that 50 per cent of all 
cases seen in general practice are in the first place 
psychiatric (mental and emotional) problems, most 
of which could be called neuroses. "A prominent 
heart specialist has stated that over half the cases 
referred to him are heart neuroses and not organic 
disease." 


What is the cause of neurosis or psychonourosis? 


Why do individuals act or behave in a way that is 
different or unhealthy from the standpoint of the 
rest uf the community? 
It is because of some conflict in their lives in 


which anxiety is most often the underlying condi- 
tion present; in most cases this anxiety condition is 
inherited. The advice as lo cure given by Dr. Bow- 
mfin is development of healthier attitudes on the 
part of parents, and a healthier social altitude to- 
ward neuroses by all of us should bo shown, Most 
physidans believe that a thorough physical exam- 
ination first be given all case of neurosis.

Governor Dcwey today signed the 
"Gucrtin" bill to permit life in- 
surance companies to use- "more 
modern" mortality tables for de- 
termining reserves they are re-, 
quired to hold as a measure • of 
policy liabilities and to revise 
minimum cash surrender and non- 
forfeiture benefits. 
The highly technical measure, 
which has been in and out 'of the 
legislature' for five years, was a 
revised version of a. bill Dewey 
vetoed in 1943 to permit further 
study. 
The bill was passed this session 
over objections that it would 
"mulct" policyhpiders. 
Similar legislation already" has 
been enacted in 24 other states 
as an outgrowth of the "Guertin 
report" of the National1 Associa- 
tion of Insurance Commissioners. 
Dewey described the legislation 
as "very important" and said he 
disapproved the original bill in
